Description of Taxes, etc. 


The General Act of the African Conference, refarred to as the Berlin Con- 
ference 1885, was primarily intended to demonstrate the agreement of the Powers 
with regard to the general principles which should guide their commercial and 
civilising actions and for the suppression of the slave trade, in the little-known 
parts of Africa. 


This conference defined what is known as the Congo Basin, which is bounded 
by the watersheds (or mountain ridges) of the adjacent basins, namely, in 
particular, those of the Niari, the Ogowe, the Schari and the Nile on the north ; 
by the eastern watershed line of the affluents of Lake Tanganyika on the east ; 
and by the watersheds of the basins of the Zambezi and the Loge on the south. I t

therefore comprises all the regions watered by the Congo and its affluents, inclu- 


ding Lake Tanganyika, with its eastern tributaries. 


The Berlin Conference established free trade and commercial equality for all 
nations. 


The Brussels Declaration of 1890 modified the system of free trade for a period | 


of twenty years, and allowed a maximum of 10% ad valorem duty on imports. 


No further action was taken at the expiration of the twenty years, notwith- 
standing the provision of the Brussels Declaration, until the Treaty of St. 
Germain-en-Laye, 1919. This Treaty removed the maximum of 10% ad valorem 
duty on imports and extended the effective period of the Declaration, which is 
still in force. 


For customs purposes, Northern Rhodesia is therefore divided into two basins 
known as the Congo and Zambezi Basins. The Congo Basin can roughly be 
taken to be all the territory north of a line drawn on the map of Northern 
Rhodesia in a south-westerly direction from Fife in the north-east, to the border, 
where the territory joins the south-eastern corner of the Congo Belge. The 
Zambezi Basin is the rest of the territory. 


The Zambezi Basin area is subject to customs agreements with Southern 
Rhodesia and the Union of South Africa. The agreements provide for consider- 
able rebates upon interchange of local manufactures, and for free interchange of 
raw products with limitations in regard to leaf tobacco. 


Owing to the Berlin Convention granting commercial] equality for all nations, 
the Congo Basin cannot be subject to the terms of the customs agreements

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Extract from the Legislative Council Ordinance. 
9. (1) Every person who— 
(a) is a British subject ; 
(b) is twenty-one years of age or over ; 
(c) has the requisite residence qualification ; 
(zd) has the requisite means qualification ; 
(ec) has the requisite educational qualification ; and 
(f) is not disqualified under this Ordinance ; 
shall be entitled to be registered in an electoral area as a voter at an election. 


(2) No person shall be registered as a voter in more than one electoral area. 

(3) No person whose name is not on the register as revised from time to time shall be entitled to record his vote 
at any election. 

10. (1) In order to have the requisite residence qualification to be registered as a voter in any electoral area, a 
claimant must have resided— 

(a) in the Territory for any continuous period of six months; and 

(b) in the electoral area for a continuous period of three months immediately preceding the date upon which 
he makes application for enrolment as a voter : 

Provided that any member of His Majesty’s Naval, Military or Air Forces, who is qualified under paragraph (a) 
of this subsection, shall be deemed to be qualified for registration as a voter either in the electoral area in which he has 
resided for a continuous period of three months, as provided by paragraph (6) of this subsection, or in the electoral 
area in which he resided for a continuous period of three months immediately prior to the date he became a member of 
any such forces. 

(2) If a claimant has not actually resided in the Territory or the electoral area for the periods required by the 
preceding subsection, but has during those periods retained his home in the Territory and the electoral area and been 
absent therefrom merely for some temporary purpose, he shall be deemed to have the requisite residence qualification. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of subsection (2) of this section, a voter registered on the register of any electoral 
area shall not be entitled to have his name retained on such register if, for a continuous period of twelve months, he 
has ceased to reside in that electoral area : 

Provided that this subsection shall not apply to any voter who is on active service with any of His Majesty's 
Naval, Military or Air Forces: 

Provided further that nothing in this subsection contained shall prevent any such voter’s name from being struck 
oif such register on transfer of registration to any other electoral area, or if he becomes totally disqualified in terms of 
this Ordinance from being registered as a voter. 

(4) Residence in the Territory as a prohibited immigrant under a temporary permit issued under any law regulating 
the entry of immigrants shall not be reckoned as residence for the purposes of this section. 

11. (1) In order to have the requisite means qualification, a person during the whole of the period of three months 
prescribed in section 10 of this Ordinance— 

(a) must have occupied, either solely or jointly with others, a house, warehouse, shop or other building situated 
within the Territory, which either separately or jointly with any land occupied therewith, is of the value of 
£250 : 

Provided that in the case of joint occupation the share of each joint occupier shall be of the value of 
not less than £250; or 

(b) must have been the owner of a registered mining location or alluvial claim situated within the Territory ; or 

(c) must have been in the bona fide receipt within the Territory of income, salary or wages at the rate of not less 
than £200 per annum ; in the computation of the said income, salary or wages, the value of board, lodging 
and clothing, or any money received for any or all of these, may be included, and shall be deemed to be of 
the value of not less than £50. 

(2) Every married woman of twenty-one years or over, other than a woman married under any system permitting of 
polygamy, shall be deemed to have the same means qualification as her husband in any case where she has not the 
requisite means qualification in her own right. 

(3) Every person who is on active service with any of His Majesty’s Naval, Military or Air Forces shall be deemed 
to have the necessary means qualification. 

12. In order to have the requisite educational qualification, a claimant must be able, unassisted by any other 
person to complete and sign the prescribed form of claim for registration as a voter in accordance with this Ordinance: 

Provided that if any claimant is unable to do so solely by reason of some physical defect, he shall be deemed to 
have the requisite educational qualification. 

13. The following persons shall be totally disqualified from being registered as voters for the periods stated here- 
under : | 

(a) any person who is a mentally disordered or defective person within the meaning of the laws relating to 
mental disorders, for so long as he is so mentally disordered or defective : 

(b) any person who has been convicted of any crime and sentenced to imprisonment for a period of six months 
without the option of a fine or to any greater punishment for the period of his imprisonment ; 

(c) any person who is suffering from any disqualification for the time being by any enactment ; 

(d) any person who has been declared bankrupt or insolvent by a competent court in the Territory or elsewhere 
and has not received his discharge. 

14. No person shall be entitled to be registered as a voter or to vote in more than one electoral area or to vote more 
than once at any election.

General information regarding the industry and the 
possibilities of development. 


The amount of timber of Rhodesian ‘“ Teak” (Batkiaea plurijuga) 
now being cut (and mostly converted into railway sleepers) is greatly in 
excess of the sustained yield capacity of the accessible forests. Restriction 
of the amount cut, rather than expansion, is needed if the industry concerned 
is to persist. 


On the Copperbelt the annual consumption for mining purposes of 
approximately 1,000,000 cubic feet of native timber of Brachystegia and 
Isoberlinia species also exceeds the yield that the local forests can support, 
but other areas of suitable forest are known to lie further afield, and it is 
expected that these can be brought into production by the development of 
transport routes when required. 


There are possibilities for the development of small-scale timber indus- 
tries in some of the more remote parts of the country, but it is not intended — 
to open these regions to cutting until preliminary surveys have been conduc- 
ted and the Forest Department is able to ensure that such working is carried 
out on sound lines. The present demand for timber, both for local p , 
and for export to other parts of Southern Africa, exceeds the rate at which 
such development can proceed. 


There are no indigenous coniferous forests and all requirements of soft- 
wood timbers have to be imported. Several exotic pines have shown 
promising growth, and a pine planting programme is being carried out on the 
Copperbelt with the aim of producing softwoods locally.

In many parts of the Territory fish forms 
an important part of the African native’s diet ; 
there is also a considerable trade in sun-dried 
fish for native consumption even at considerable 
distances from the sources of supply. Fresh fish 
for European consumption (mostly Cichlids or 
‘‘ Bream ’’) are normally obtainable from about 
August to December within areas adjacent to 
fisheries. 


Throughout the Territory the catching of fish 
has been in the hands of the Africans though, as 
in connection with the Bangweulu fisheries, a few 
European traders take part in transport and 
marketing arrangements. Refrigerated fresh 
fish from the Luapula area has from time to time 
beon marketed on the Copperbelt. Maximum 
prices for both fresh and dried fish are now in 
force in the Northern, Central, Southern and 
Western Provinces. The chief fisheries of 
commercial importance are :— 


Lake Bangweulu and the Luapula River— 
Fishing in the open water of Lake Bangweulu 
has never been properly tested, as it is too 
dangerous for native canoes. However, great 
quantities of fish are caught in the adjacent 
swamps and in the Luapula River, giving rise 
to a considerable trade in the dried article with 
the Belgian Congo and the Northern Rhodesia 
Copperbelt across the Congo Pedicle. Measures 
for conserving these valuable fisheries are now 
being enforced. 


Kafue River—Large quantities of fish are 
netted in the Kafue from July to December, 
and sold on the line of rail. The Lukanga 
Swamp, adjacent to the Kafue, forms an 
important source of supply to Broken Hill and 
the Copperbelt, and a trade is growing up from 
the more distant Busango Swamp. 


Zambezi River—A considerable trade in fish 
ig carried on in Barotseland where the swamps 
and backwaters of the Zambezi provide good 
fishing grounds. The trade in dried fish extends 
to Mulobezi and Livingstone, where some fish 
are also caught locally and sold fresh in the 
town for European consumption. Some fish is 
also traded from Balovale to the Copperbelt. 


The possibilities of fisheries in the Northern 
Rhodesian portions of both Lakes Tanganyika 
and Mweru are great, but hitherto transport 
difficulties have hindered development on a 
commercial scale. A concession has recently been 
granted to a local firm, Northern Fisheries Ltd., 
to operate on Lake Tanganyika.

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7. SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Mining.—Corrrr.—Prices in the United Kingdom continued to be controlled by the Ministry of Supply and the 
maximum price of electrolytic copper, delivered buyer’s premises, was raised from £98 to £117 a ton at the beginning 
of the year to £127 at the end of February and to £137 a ton (reported to be the highest price since 1808) in March ; 
the price was reduced to £132 a ton in July and there was no further change. The output of copper was curtailed 
by inability of the railways to transport sufficient coal which on occasion, despite the conversion of a number of 
boilers to wood firing, compelled mines to suspend production for varying periods. 


BroKEN HILt Minz.—Little major development was required, but the footage of stope development was increased : 
diamond drilling, to establish the contours of the ore bodies in preparation for development, was also increased. 
A ventilating fan, rated at 50,000 cubic feet per minute, was installed on the 550 ft. level. The extension of the grinding 
and flotation section of the plant, including the erection of a third ball mill, was completed and extension of the zinc 
purification section started. Rooms were added to the African change house at the lead smelter to facilitate the care 
of working clothes. There were no changes at the Lusemfwa or Mulungushi hydro-electric stations except for the 
installation of carrier-wave protective equipment. At Broken Hill ten new European houses started during the 
previous year were finished, and the building of another thirteen started. A new African dispensary was built. Zinc 
output at 21,140 tons, which realised £1,301,496, again shows an appreciable increase in both weight and value as 
compared with the previous year, but the output of vanadium pentoxide fell to 99 tons, the lowest since 1934, which 
realised £66,334. The production of lead rose by 7,401 tons to 15,640 tons of pig lead, the highest since 1922, most of 
which was exported to the United Kingdom and the Union of South Africa, but 1,000 tons were sent to Holland and 
899 tons to India and smaller quantities went to various other countries while forty-two tons were sold within the 
Territory ; the balance of 299 tons was fabricated at the mine into pipes and sheets for use in the metallurgical plant. 
Small quantities of iron ore and limestone were also produced for use on the mine. 


CHuMBWE Minz.—There was little underground development at this Gold Mine in the Lusaka District. The 
mill was operated spasmodically, and the treatment of rubble, ore from stoping and some accumulated concentrates 
yielded, by amalgamation, bullion containing 225 ounces of fine gold which realised £1,942. 


Isuta Minzr.—During the first four months of the year one and a half tons of tin concentrates, which realised 
£499, were recovered by panning detrital cassiterite. Thereafter production was suspended owing to lack of water. 


Matata Ming.—The cyanide treatment of the tailings dump at this old mine, abandoned in 1941, was commenced 
in September, and by the end of the year, when operations ceased, bullion containing six ounces of fine gold which 
realised £60 had been recovered. 


Misunpu Ming.—At this mine near Ndola 13,990 tons of limestone, obtained entirely by underground methods, 
were treated, primarily for the production of lime for local consumption. 


Moruuirna Minz.—No. 9 Shaft (the main downcast ventilation shaft) was deepened 272 feet to a total depth of 
1,472 feet. Other major and subsidiary development were normal except that there was again a considerable footage 
of return airways and the main return airway on the 250 ft. level was enlarged ; the driving of a conveyor tunnel on 
the 1,720 ft. level was started, as were excavations for a main, high lift, pump station on the 1,400 ft. level. The 
tailings sand filling of worked out stopes continued. The quantity of water pumped from the mine averaged 
16,704,660 gallons a day compared with 15,842,520 gallons a day during the previous year ; the draining of the hanging 
wall country proceeded. In the Township the twenty-four two-bedroomed European houses started during the 
previous year were finished, as were four of a further batch of twenty-four ; one large house and five blocks of four- 
roomed single quarters were built and a second bedroom was added to each of forty single-bedroomed houses. In the 
Africah compound 128 more “‘ married ”’ houses were built and the grass roofs of 104 others were replaced by iron. The 
output of blister copper was 53,155 tons, which realised £5,555,209. 


Ncwanaa Minz.—“ C ” Shaft, the vertical main shaft, was deepened forty-six feet to a total depth of 1,279 feet ; 
there was an appreciable increase in subsidiary development and in development for airways. Development and 
diamond drilling for dewatering were continued and the average quantity of water pumped from the mine daily increased 
from 7,626,876 gallons during the previous year to 7,977,620 gallons. At the power station a 3,000 cubic feet per 
minute compressor was added and an auxiliary compressor station with a total capacity of 2,500 feet per minute 
completed. At the mill a stand-by unit in the concentrate thickening and filtering section and slimes drying beds and 
conveying equipment were completed. Dust collecting equipment was installed in the crushing sections and screening 
plant. A trommel and classifier were erected at the waste rock dump to provide stone and washed sand for concrete 
for plant extensions, etc. In the township the building of sixteen more European houses was finished and a further 
sixty-five started ; a block of nurses’ quarters was about 60 per cent. completed. The tar-macadamising of roads was 
started and new roads made to serve houses being built. Two new blocks of latrines were built in the compound and 
the foundations for 400 more huts started ; the new African hospital was nearly completed. The concentrates from 
the mill continued to be sent to Nkana for smelting, the copper produced amounting to 23,016 tons of blister which 
Tealised £2,217,097 ; 252 tons of copper concentrates valued at £7,454 were also sold. 


Npo.a Minre.—From opencast mining 59,188 tons of limestone were sold locally for use as a flux in copper smelting. 


Nxana Mrine.—The South Orebody Shaft, to the south of the Nkana section and near the Wusakili Compound, 
was collared during the year and sunk to a depth of fifty feet, No. 8 (ventilation) Shaft was connected to the 1,250 ft 
level and sinking and raising were in progress to connect the 1,910 ft. level with No. 6 (upcast ventilation) Shaft. 
The 1,250 ft. foot-wall haulage level south was continued towards the south orebody ; on the 1,450 ft. level the driving 
of the foot-wall haulage south was resumed and a quartzite haulage south started to by-pass a portion of the foot-wall 
haulage shewing signs of caving and on the 2,370 ft. level the driving of the foot-wall haulage north continued. In 
the Mindola section No. 1 Shaft, the vertical main shaft, was deepened sixty-eight feet to a total depth of 3,408 feet, 
the deepest point in any mine in the Territory, concreted and equipped; V.4 ventilation shaft reached a depth of 
307 feet and work continued on underground connections to V.3, V.6 and No. 2 Shaft ventilation systems. Main 
haulage development continued on the 870 ft., 1,127 ft., 1,380 ft. and 1,630 ft. levels, cross-cuts to the lode were 
started on the 1,880 ft. and 2,130 ft. levels and the main ore pass to the new loading box at the 2,550 ft. level was 
completed. As a result of increasing ground pressure a start was made, after experimental work, in changing from 
Nap 
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shrinkage stoping to a diamond drill method. Excavating for the refinery extension, which will double its present 
capacity, was in progress throughout the year. In the township fourteen further European houses were completed 
and twenty-two more started. Of 120 boss boys’ huts being built in the Mindola compound about half were finished 
by the end of the year. Production amounted to 6,350 tons of blister copper which realised £587,354 ; 56,276 tons 
of electrolytic copper which realised £6,445,240 ; twenty tons of other copper which realised £1,959 ; 20,356 cwts. of 
cobalt alloy valued at £399,039 ; 547 ozs. of gold which realised £4,607 ; 73,277 ozs. of silver which realised £11,802: 
and 11,826 lbs. of selenium valued at £5,322. 


Roan ANTELOPE Minzt.—No. 17 Ventilation Shaft was sunk to’a depth of ninety-three feet, the sliping of No. 
16a ventilation raise from the 1,440 ft. level was completed and, in the eastern part of the mine, a ventilation raise 
from the 1,110 ft. level holed through to the 820 ft. level; a central inclined raise was started from the 1,700 ft. level 
and reached the 1,580 ft. level. Main haulage development was in progress on horizons down to and including the 
2,280 ft. level; once again there was a considerable, and increased, footage of diamond drilling, mostly of long blast 
holes. Three main first-aid stations were established underground. On the surface electric cap lamp houses were 
built at Storke and Nos. 15 and 16 Shafts, change houses at No. 15 Shaft and No. 914 winze, a 300,000 cubic feet a 
minute fan was installed at No. 16a Shaft and the erection of a similar one started at Beatty Shaft and the railway 
line was extended from Storke Shaft to the new Irwin Shaft. In the township twenty-six more European houses were 
completed and in the compound seven communal kitchens for unmarried Africans were built. 53,703 tons of blister 
copper which realised £5,585,126 were produced. 


Tsan@ikor MinE.—Ten locations were pegged under this name in the middle of the year over an iron ore occurence 
in the Lusaka District previously held under mining title but abandoned many years ago. Work consisted of 
geophysical surveying and exploratory trenching and drilling. |
